I-IEDAL  HONORING  GENERAL  GEORGS  HENRY  THOMAS  Nov. '67

I  have  been  a  student  of  the  American  Civil  Var  for  the  past  few 
years.  Raaently  I  purchased  a  set  of  medals  honoring  ten  of  the  more 
well  known  Geherals.  These  medals  were  originally  issued  for  the  Cen¬ 
tennial,  but  they  are  still  available  _at  this  late  date.  Even  though  I 
bought  them  very  reasonably,  they  all  bear  a  striking  resemblance  to  the 
men  they  portray — which  I  feel  is  unusual  for  a  moderately  priced  medal. 

I  thought  perhaps  the  membership  might  be  interested  in  hearing  about 
one  of  them,  and  especially  of  the  General  it  honors  as  he  was  indeed  a 
soldier  of  the  first  order.  If  the  membership  is  interested  in  the 
stories  behind  the  ;o.ther  nine  medals,  I  will  be  glad  to  submit  them.

The  technical  description  of  \the  medal  is  as  follows:  Goldine, 
slightly  smaller  than  a  half  dollar.  Obverse:  Bust  facing  left; 
around  rim:  "George  Henry 'Thomas ,  Maj.  Gen.  USA.  1816-1370".  Reverse: 
around  rim:  "Rock  of  Chickamauga,  Cndr.  Military  List,  of  Pacific  1369". 
In  ten  lines;  "1st  /  Decisive  Ped.  /  Victory  in  Vest  /  Graduate  Uest 
Point  /  Battles  Fought  /  Mexican  Mar,  Mill  /  Springs,  Chickamauga,  / 
Missionary  /  Ridge,  /  Nashville". 

George  Henry  Thomas,  ■called- by  his  men,  "Old" Pap",  was  born  in  the 
middle  of  slave  territory  in  Southa-mpton  County,  Virginia,  on  July  31  > 
1816.  In  1836  he  was  appointed  to  Nest  Point  Military  Academy  from 
which  he  was  graduated  in  1840  standing  twelfth  in  his  class.  He  served 
in  the  artillery  for  fifteen  years,  stationed  at  various  costal  forts 
and  took  part  in  operations  against  the  Seminole  Indians.  During  the 
Mexican  Har,  he  was  bre vetted  Captain  and  Major  for  gallantry  at  the 
baltles  of  Monterey  and  Buena  Vista,  '"fhen  the  2nd  Cavalry  was  authorized 
in  1855»  he  became  one  of  its  first  Majars,  and  until  the  outbreak  of 
the  Civil  ;?ar,  was  stationed  almost  constantly  on  the  Indian  frontier 
in  TexaSi  During  most  of  this  period  his  Colonel  was  Albert  Sidney  John¬ 
ston;,-  his  Lieutenant  Colonel  was  Robert  E.  Lee,  and  his  Senior  Major 
was  Uilliam  J.  Hardee.  The  first  two  of  these  men  would  later  become 
full  Generals  and  the  third  a  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Confederate 
State's  army. 

'pfhen  war  began  in  I86I  many  of  the  Southern  born  officers  resigned 
tlipir  commissions  to  offer  their  swords  to  the  Confederacy.  After  much 
soul ' searching,  George  Thomas  decided  to  remain  in  Federal  service. 

This  was  done  at  great  personal  cost.  His  two  sisters  later  denied  their 
‘relationship  to  him  as  a  result  of  this  decision.  :'nien  asked  by  report¬ 
ers  if  tho  Union  General  Thomas  was  their  brother,  they  I'^ould  reply, 

"He  have  no  brother." 

Three  weeks  after  the  bombardment  of  Port  Sumter,  he  was  promoted 
to^Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  then  Colonel,  United  States  Army.  Commanding 
a  brigade  at  the  Battle  of  1st  Manassas  (1st  Bull  Run),  he  was  promoted 
to  be  a  Brigadier  General  of  United  States  Volunteers  on  August  17, 

1361.  Thereafter,  his  service  was  in  the  western  theater  of  war.  He 
defeated  the  Confederate  forces  at  the  Battle  of  Mill  Springs  (Fishing 
Creek),  Kentucky  during  January,  1862,  and  was  present  at  the  Battle  of 
Shiloh  (Pittsburg  Landing),  Tennessee  in  April.  To  say  that  he  was  a 
humble  man  is  an  understatement.  He  was  promoted  to  Major  General  of 
Volunteers  on  April  25,  1862.  Two  months  later,  he  was  still  wearing 
the  shoulder  straps  with  the  single  star  of  a  Brigadier  General.  He 
rendered  distinguished  service  at  the  Seigo  of  Corinth,  Mississippi; 
the  Battles  of  Perryville,  Kentucky,  Stones  River  (Murfreesboro),  Tenn¬ 
essee  and  the  Union  disaster  at  Chickamauga,  Georgia. 


Medal  Honoring  General  George  Henry  Thomas,  Cond. 

His  performance  in  these  battles  was  not  surpassed  by  any  subordi¬ 
nate  commander  in  this  nation’s  history. 

At  Chickamauga,  Georgia  on  September  20,  I863,  seventeen  brigades 
of  Confederate  infantry,  supported  by  artillery  under  the  immediate 
command  of  Brigadier  General  (later  Lieutenant  General)  Longs treet, 
struck  the  Union  army.  Jith  two-thirds  of  the  Union  forces,  including 
its  commander, '-fleeing  to  the  rear,  Thomas  planted  himself  and  a  deci¬ 
mated  array  of  broken  regiments,  brigades  and  divisions  in  the  path  of 
the  oncoming  Confederates,  and  made  a  stand  on  Horseshoe  Hidge.  Forced 
from  his  position  he  fell  back  and  made  a  second  stand  on  Snodgrass 
Hill.  He  held  until  late  afternoon  at  vrhich  time  he  v/as  ordered  by 
his  superior  to  withdraw  his  force  from  the  field.--  Taking  his  divisions 
from  tlie  right,  one  division  at  a  time,  ho  marched  them  into  the  City 
of  Chattanooga,  Tennessee  without  being  seriously  molested.  There  is  - 
only  one  way  to  describe  his  conduct  on  that  day--It  was  magnificent i 
If  it  hadn’t  been  for  his  stand,  it  is  possible  that  the  entire  army 
of  the  Cumberland  would  have  been  annihilated..  Although  Thomas  at  this 
time  was  a  Major  General  of  Volunteers,  his  highest  regular  army  rank 
was  only  that  of  Colonel.  He  received  a  nickname  by  which  he  is  known 
even  to  this  day:  ’’The  Rock  of  Chlckamauga" .  Two:-months  later  he  was 
elevated  to  the  Supreme  Command  ;•  of  the  a.rmy  ho  had  helped  to  save.  . 

The  Confederate  General.  Bragg  laid  selge  to  Chattanooga  in  November 
of  1863,  cutting  Thomas  off  from  his  supplies.  General  Grant  sent  a 
message  to  Thomas  ordering  him  to  ’’hold  Chattanooga  at  all  hazards”. 
Thomas,  knowing  that  his  entire  command  had  been  on  half  rations  for 
the  past  thirty  days  replied, •”%  will  hold  Chattanooga  Till  we  starve." 
The  seige  vras  lifted  in  late -  November .  The  men  of 'Thomas  ’  command  ,• 
without  orders,  stormed  the  heights  of  Missionary  Ridge and  drove 
Bragg's  Confederates  from  their  positions.  During  the  Atlanta  Campaign, 
Thomas'  army  numbered  60,000  men-”the  largest  of  the  five  armies  under 
General  Sherman's  command,  and  accounted  for  more  than  half  of  the  en- 
tiro  force  at  Sherman's  disposal.  Thomas'  army  was  detached  from  that 
of  Sherman’s  and  sent  to  Nashville,  Tennessee  to  counter  tho  force  of- 
Confederate  General  John  Bell  Hood  and  his  Army  of  Tennessee.  At  the 
’Battle  of  Franklin,  Tennessee  on  November  20,  1864,  Hood's  army  was 
badly  mauled  by  Union  General  Schofield,  who  then  retired  to  Nashville 
to  reenforce  Thomas.  Hood  advanced  to  Nashville  to  attack  Thomas.  In 
a  two  day  battle,  the  army  of  Thomas  mortally  wounded  that  of  Hood.. 

From  that  day  on,  December  16,  1864,  for  all  practical  purposes,  the 
Confederate  Army  of  Tennessee  ceased  to  exist  as  a  fighting  unit.  Many 
historians  consider  this  the  greatest  single  victory  of  any  Union  army 
during  tho  Civil  Uar.  For  Thomas,  it  meant  new  laurels.  He  received 
, another  nickname;  "The  Sledge  of  Nashville”.  The  Congress  of  the 
United  States- voted  him  their  personal  thanks.  He  v/as  promoted  to  Major 
General  in -the  Regular  A.rmy.  Reporters  asked  him  to  what  ^he  attributed 
his  success  as  a  General  officer.  In  his  humility  he  replied,  "I  owe 
my  success  to  my  men”. 

He  continued  in  command  of  the  Department  of  the  Tennessee  until 
136-7'.  At  his  request  he  was  assigned  to  the  coimnand  of  the  Division  of 
the  Pacific  in  1369  with  headquarters  at  San  Francisco.  He  died  of  a 
stroke  in  his  office  on  March  28,  1870  at  the  age  of  fifty-three.  He 
is  buried  in  Oakvrood  Cemetery  at  Troy,  New  Yurk--hls  wife's  home. 

Until  twenty  years  ago,  George  Thomas  was  considered  to  be  one  of 
the  three  generals  who  vfon  the  war  for  the  Union.  This  in  itscl.f,  is 
a  magnificent  tribute  to  this  brave  man.  In  recent  years,  however, 
there  are  those  who  feel  be  was  never  given  his  just  credit  for  his

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contribution  to  the  Union  cause.  Some  military  historians  now  consider 
him  to  be  the  greatest  General  officer  of  the  Civil  Jar  of  either  side, 
with  the  exception  of  Generals  Lee  and  Stonewall  Jackson  of  the  Confed¬ 
eracy.

We  have  some  from  "101  Nanch"  and  some  ".Buffalo  Bill"  pieces.  There 
must  be  .tokens  from  other  ranch  circus. 

Some  may  classify  them  as  "Anusement  Tokens"  but  they  were  used 
by  employees  of  the  shows,  and  used  as  cash  in  company  stores  for  pay¬ 
ment  of  services,  food,  merchandise,  etc. 

• 

The  "101  Eanch"  issued  tokens  as  well  as  paper  money.  Mary  Allen 
of  Madill,  Oklahoma,  gave  the  writer  a  great  deal  of  information  on 
Oklahoma  "ilanch"  pieces.  She  advises  that  the  tokens  of  "101"  wore 
quite  scarce  until  a  couple  of  years  ago.  Then  someone  either  found  a 
hoard  or  started  restriking  these  pieces,  and  it  therefore  became  im¬ 
possible  .to  t3:ade  these  pieces. 

Ranch  tokens  are  also  issued  of  M.  E.  Washington  tokens  of  Marietta, 

I.T.  (as  listed  by  Curto).  There  are  likev/ise  a  number  of  largo  ranches 
in  Oklahoma  which  had  company  stores  and  issued  tokens.  ‘  Surely  some  of 
the  large  ranches  of  the  West,  Southwest,  etc.  also  had  corapany  stores, 
but  their  tokens  haven’t  been  reported.  Some  of  the  ranchos  no  longer., 
exist,  and  some  were  "flooded."  Mrs.  Allen  calls  our  attention  to  the 
.town  of  Russett,  Oklahoma.  It  was  made  up  of  workers  for  a  ranch  lo¬ 
cated  just ' a- few^ miles  north  and  west  of  Madill,  Oklahoma.  This  ranch 
(  had  a  company  store.  ’>7hen  a  nearby  lake  overflowed,  most  of  the  Chap¬ 
man  Ranch  was  covered  with  water,  and  the  town  of  Russett  is  no  more. 

Thoro  must  be  hundreds  of  interesting  stories  of  the  "Old  West".  .That 

can  you  contribute?

Arlie  Slabaugh  ixas  interested  in  the  story.  i 
missed  mentioning  T  or  TT  gas  rationing,  but  did  mention  "X" .  I  found 
another  error  —  I  mentioned  April  a.s  being  the  month  of  gas  rationing 
and  it  started  in  May  on  the  15th.  (Stupid  mistakes  by  idiot  authors.) 

To  mako  up  for  that  mistake  the  gas  station  was  an  "Esso".  TT  &  T  was 
used  for  trucks,  etc;  A  &  3  for  cars,  0  a.s  a  supplement  for  A  &  .3;  and 
D  was  for  motorcycles.  The  "x"  is  no  doubt  the  rarest  ration  item.  It 
existed  for  a  few  days.  After  3  days  and  47  congressional  secretaries 
getting  the  "X"card  the  unlimited  ration  was  brought  to  a  grinding  halt 
by  the ‘Senate.

-  EVERYBODY  RECEIVED  AN  :)895  BRONZE  MEDAL  Nov.  6? 

By  “  Olement-  P.  Bailey  (MTMS  #174) 

The  time  of  the  year  was  Spring  and  the  place  T-ras  none  other  than 
the  French  capital,  Paris;  the  year--1965* 

The  bronze  medal  that  we  received  from  the  French  Mint  in  Paris 
was  designed  by  Augustin  Dupre,  employee  of  the  mint,  in  the  year  1784. 
My  favorite  American  patriot  is  portrayed  on  the  medal”“Ben3amin  Frank¬ 
lin.  This  medal  was  originally  designed  at  the  time  when  Franklin  was 
in  Prance  during  the  late  seventeen  hundreds. 

The  famous  A.  Dupre  was  born  at  Saint  Etienne  in  1748;  attended 
carving  and  painting  classes,  then  entered  the  manufacture  of  arms 
business,  moving  to  Lyons  and  later  to  Paris. 

'"Riile  working  as  an  apprentice,  Dupre  was  chosen  by  the  Ambassador 
of  Spain  to  work  on  two  swords  to  be  used  as  diplomatic  presents*  His 
boss  fired  the  apprentice  because  of  this  attention.  Dupre  worked  at 
night  so  he  could  complete  his  education  in  the  daytime.  Then  in  1776 
masterships,  etc.  were  abolished,  and  he  went  to  work  as  a  goldsmith, 
chaser  and  die  sinker.  A  chaser  in  this  case  does  not  have  the  modern 
connotation,  but  means, he  did  ornamentation  by  indenting  or  embossing. 

From  the  period  of  1776  to  about  1789  Dupre  made  Several  medals 
most  of  them  commemorating  events  Including,  at  the  request  of  Congress, 
medals  for  the  creation  of  the  republic  of  the  United  States. 

Benjamin  Franklin  was  the  ihnbassador  of  the  new  republic  and  lived 
in  Passy,  commuting  to  Paris  every  day..  It  was  on  these  trips  that  he 
met  A.  Dupre.  Franklin  knew  many  artists  of  renovm, ‘ but  in  1733  he 
asked  Dupre  to  create  the  medal  of  '’American  Liberty." 

'•  The  next  year  in  1784,  before  Franklin  left  for  the  USA,  Dupre 
dedicated  a  medal  to  Franklin,  and  then  several  medals  were  made  honor¬ 
ing  men  of  the  American  Independence. 

This  is  the  image  that  is  on  the  medal  we  received  in  1965*  The 
:in-scription  around,  the  image  of  Franklin  is  "Benj,  Franklin  Natus 
Boston  XVII  Jan."  and  under  the  bust  of  Franklin  is  the  date  MDGGVI. 
(Benjamin  Franklin  born  in  Boston,  January  17>  1706). 

About  this  time  Dupre  also  proved  his  mettle  (wo  won’t  excuse  that 
pun)  in-  another  field,  politics  and  staying  alive. 

He  instigated  a  principle  of  competition  to  determine  the  model  of 
the  new  national  coins.  So  guess  what  happened?  Dupre  won  for  the 
gold  coins.  In  April  of  1791  the  position  of  Gravor  General,  or  as 
,we  saj^  the  engraver  general  of  the  mint,  was  put  on  the  block  in  com- 
'.petition.  Our  boy  again  won  and  this  was  just  prior  to  the  French 
Revolution.  He  held  the  job  for  twelve  years.  This  means  that  he  was 
able  to  stay  neutral  by  one  means  or  another.  In  the  Revolution  he  was 
mainly  an  engraver  of  medals,  and  he  must  have  walked  his  o-wn  personal 
tightrope,.  Many  of  the  titles  and  awards  vrore  given  to  him  by  the 
National  Assembly  which  suffered  greatly  in  the  Revolution. 

As  any  researcher  would  do,  we  have  checked  a.nd  found  some  varia¬ 
tions  in  dates.  The  French  mint,  which  has  a  section  in  its  ‘museum 
devoted  to  A.  Dupre,  claims  the  twelve  year  tenure  from  1791  to  1803. 
They  also  cla>im  that  Dupre  resigned.  Other  sources  checked  use  the 
years  1791  to  1801,  or  ten  years  as  engraver  genera,!,  and  state  that 
Bonapa.rte  dismissed  him.  In  either  case  he  had  a  remarkable  career 
and  was  very  talented.  He  died  at  the  age  of  eighty-five  in  Senie-et- 
Marne .

”FAT  TUESDAY" 
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By  -  P.  H.  (Jim)  Frans  (MTMS  /f3) 

The  Mardl  Gras,  an  annual  event  in  the  colorful,  city  of  New  Orleans, 
Louisiana,  through  the  years  has  grown  to  be  the  largest  festival  in 
the' United  States.  Each  year  over  sixty  fancy  dress  balls,  concerts, 
private  parties,  and  over  twenty  street  parades  are  held  in  connection 
with  the  festival.  Oliver  Evans,  a  leading  chronicler  of  New  Orleans, 
describes  this  festival  of  fun  as,  "A  day  when  people  forget  their 
debts,  hide  their  everyday  faces  behind  masks,  and  buy  drinks  for  per¬ 
fect  strangers ...  for  the  pleasure-principle  makes  everyone  blood 
brothers  for  a  day."  ^  ...  '  " 

Early  in  January,  the  residents  warm  up  for  the  event  with  dances, 
parties  and  other  activities,  that  increase  in  splendor  and  frequency 
as  Mardi  Gras  Day  approaches.  The  day  is  Shrove  Tuesday,  (the  day  be¬ 
fore  Ash  Wednesday),  on  the  eve  of  the  Lenten  season.  (Mardi  Gras  is 
French  for  "Fat  Tuesday").  The  final  week  is  a  dizzying  series  of 
parades  and  dances,  arranged  by  private  organizations  all  trying  to 
outdo  each  other  in  imagination,  splendor  and  the  spectacular. 

Hard  work,  careful  planning,  and  thousands  of  dollars  are  involved 
in  producing  the  elaborate  floats,  costumes,  medallions  and  other 
affects  that  are  part  of  the  festivities. 

For  the  past  eight  carnivals,  medallions  by  the  thousands  have 
been  produced  for  use  in  the  pageantry.  These  medals  are  made  from 
various  types  of  material.  Medallions  of  metal,  paper, wood,  etc.  are 
made,  and  thrown  from  the  hundreds  of  floats  taking  part  in  the  parades. 
The  people  in  New  Orleans  literally  throw -away  :S.200, 000.  or  more  during 
a  Mardi  Gras  festival.  This  figure  is  a  conservative  estimate  of  the 
amount  spent  on  the  beads,  medals  and  trinkets  tossed  from  the  floats 
appearing  in  the  parades.  One  float  can,  and  generally  will,  throw 
away  as  many  as  ‘5,000  individual  pieces.  A  single  parade  has  been 
known  to  toss  out  0,000  worth  of  medallions  and  other  items.  These 
medals ^wooden  money  and  other  parade  momentos  have  developed  into  a 
popular  specialized  collection  item  for  many  collectors. 

The  early  history  of  the  carnival  is  an  interesting  one.  It  was 
organized  in  1327,  when  a. number  of  Creole  gentlemen,  who  had  recently 
returned  from  Paris,  organized  a  street  procession  of  maskers  in  imita¬ 
tion  ..of  what  they  had  observed  in  Europe.  The  first  one  did  not  create 
a  profound  sensation  and  was  considered  the  work  of  some  mad  "wags". 

The  festival  then  lanquished  until  1837*  In  that  year  a  fine  procession 
was  organized  and  paraded  through  the  streets. 

-In  1339,  a  still  finer  parade  .was  organized.  During  the  1339  observ¬ 
ance  from  two  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  until  sunset  of  Shrove  Tuesday, 
drum  and  fife  corps,  valve  and  trumpet  groups,  played  in  the  streets, 
and 'hundreds  of  maskers  cut  furious  antics  making  the  day  a  festive  one. 

Prom  1840  until  1852,  the  Mardi  Gras  festival  had  a  wavering  popu¬ 
larity.  Many  of  the  townspeople,  who  had  the  money  to  spend,  would 
organize'  a  fantastic  and  richly-dressed  throng  of  mummers.  During  these 
early  events,  balls  of  princely  splendor  were  given  at  the  old  Orleans 
Theater.  ■  Europeans  came  to  some  of  these  early  events,  and  afterward 
some  wrote  home  enthusiastic  accounts  of  the  New  l^orld's  carnival  of  fun. 

In  the  year  1857,  the  "Mistick  Krewe  of  Comus"  (a  private  organi¬ 
zation  of  New  Orleans  gentlemen)  made  their  debut,  giving  the  festival 
a  new  luster.  During  their  first  appearance,  the  "Krewe"  appeared  in 
the  guise  of  supernatural  and  mythological  characters,  and  flooded  New 
Orleans  with  gods  and  demons.  They  wound  up  the  festive  occasion  with 
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a  grand  ball  at  the.  Gaiety  Theater.  They  presented  a  tableaux,  or  living 
Milton's  "Tartarus"  of  the  ancients,  and

^  'ollowlng  year  in  1858,  this  brilliant  coterie  of  maskers  re¬ 
newed  their  enchantments  of  Mardi  Gras,  by  exhibiting  the  gods  and 

.goddesses  of  high  Olympus  and  of  the  fretful  sea,  and  again  gave  a  series 
01  brilliant  tableaux.

The  ball 
was  held  at  the  Varieties  Theater,  and  was  preceded  by  a  series  of  splen¬ 
did  tableaux  which  exceeded  all  of  their  former  efforts.

forces.  The  transformations  that  the  poet  Milton 
attributed  to  the  sly  spirit,  Comus  himself,  x^ere  the  subject  of  the 
displays.

:  In  1^367,  Comus  became  Epicurean,  and  blossomed  into  a  movable  "bill 

of  fare.  The  maskers  represented  everything  in  the  various  courses  and 
entrees  of  a  gourmet’s  dinner,  from  oysters  and  sherry  to  the  omelette 
□rule  and  the  kirsch  and  curacao.  A  long  and  stately  array  of  bottles, 
dishes^ of  meats,  vegetables  and  desserts  moved  through  the  streets, 
awakening  Saturnallan  laughter  wherever  it  passed. 

During  the  festival  of  1863  the  Krewe  presented  a  procession  and 
tableaux  from  "Lalla  Hookh",  and  in  1369,  the  "Five  Senses". 

In  1870,  the  history  of  Louisiana  was  portrayed.  Old  Father  Miss¬ 
issippi  himself,  DeSoto  and  his  fellow-discoverers,  the  soldiers,  ad¬ 
venturers,  cavaliers,  Jesuits,  and  the  French,  Spanish  and  American 
governors  all  paraded  before  the  amazed  populace. 


Pox  the  theme  of  the  1871  fete — King  Comus  and  his  train  presented 
picturesque  groupings  from  Spenser’s  "Faery  Queene";  in  1872,  from 
Homer  s  Tale  of  Troy";  and  in  1873  they  detailed  the  "Darwinian  De¬ 
velopment  of  the  Species"  from  the  earliest  beginnings  to  the  gorilla, 
and  thence  to  man. 


Another  private  group,  the  "Twelfth  Wight  Revelers"  made  their 
appearance  for  the  first  time  as  part  of  the  1370  Mardi  Gras.  They  pre¬ 
sented  a  pageant  entitled,  "The  Lord  of  Misrule  and  His  Knights".  In 
1871  this  group’s  theme  was  "Mother  Goose's  Tea  Party",  and  in  1872  a 
group  of  creations  of  artists,  poets  and  visionaries.  During  1873  the 
birds  were  represented  in  a  host  of  fantastic  and  varied  tableaux  by 
this  group. 


Another  important  feature  of  the  Carnival  made  its  debut  In  1872. 
This  was  the  coming  of  Rex--the  most  powerful  King  of  the  Carnival. 
This  amiable  dlgnatary,  depicted  as  a  venerable  man  with  snow-white 
hair  and  beard,  but  still  robust  and  warrior-like,  made  his  appearance 
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on  the  Mississippi  shores,  and  issued  his  proclamation  through  the 
medium  of  newspapers  and  upon  placards,  commanding  all  civil  and  military 
authorities  to  show  subservience  to  him,  during  his  stay  in  "the  good 
city  of  New  Orleans”.  Prom  that  year  on,  when  the  date  for  the  recurr¬ 
ence  of  Mardi  Gras  had  been  fixed,  the  mystic  King  issued  his  procla¬ 
mation,  and  it  was  announced  that  he  was  arriving  at  New  York,  or  some 
other  port,  and  was  on  his  way  for  the  yearly  visit.  After  this  first 
announcement,  the  papers  would  teem  daily  with  reports  of  his  progress 
through  the  country,  and  present  anecdotes  of  the  King's  heroic  career, 
which  was  supposed  to  have  lasted  for  many  centuries. 

One  of  these  published  anecdotes,  supposed  to  have  been  related  at 
the  "palace,”  by  an  "old  gray-headed  sentinel”  is  as  follows: 

"Another  incident,  illustrating  the  King’s  courageous  presence  of 
mind,  was  related  by  the  veteran.  >/hile  sojourning  at  Auch  (this  was 
several  centuries'  ago)’,  a  wing  of  the  palace  took  fire.  The  whole  stair¬ 
case  was  in  flames,  and  in  the  highest  story  was  a  feeble  old  woman, 
apparently  cut  off  from  any  means  of  escape.  His  Majesty  offered  two 
thousand  francs  to  any  one  who  would  save  her  from  destruction,  but  no 
one  presented  himself.  The  King  did  not  stop  to  delibera/te ;  he  wrapped 
his  robes  closely  about  him,  called  for  a  wet  cloth--v7hich  he  threw 
aside--then  rushed  'to  his  carriage,  and  drove  rapidly  to  the  theater, 
where  he  passed  the  evening  listening  to  the  singing  of  'if  ever  I 
cease  to  love . ’ " 

Yearly,  at  one  o'clock  on  the  appointed  day,  King  Hex,  accompanied 
by  Marwick  (Earl-Marshall  of  the  Empire)  and  by  the  Lord  High  Chamber- 
lain,  Bathurst,  who  was  always  depicted  as  suffering  untold  pangs  of 
pain  from  gout,  arrived  on  Canal  Street.  They  were  surrounded  by  ‘fan¬ 
tastically  dressed  cavalry  and  infantry -men,  and  followed  by  hundreds 
of  maskers  on  horseback  or  on  foot.  The  parade  continued  through  all 
of  the  principal  streets  of  the  city,  and  gradually  became  one  of  the 
most  Important  features  of  the  carnival. 


Mounted  on  pedestals  extemporized  from  cotton  floats  were  dozens 
of  allegorical  groups  in  these  early  festival  parades.  The  masks  and 
costumes,  although  not  as  rich  and  costly  as  those  of  Comus  and  his 
crew,  were  quite  as  varied  and  mirth-provoking.  The  costumes  of  the 
King  and  his  suite  were  gorgeous,  and  the  troops,  guised  as  privates  of 
Arabian  artillery  and  Egyptian  spahis,  did  escort  duty  to  his  Majesty. 

The  carnival  culminated  at  night,  after  Hex  and  the  day’s  procession 
finished.  Thousands  of  people  assembled  in  dense  lines  along  the  streets 
included  in  the  route  of  march.  Canal. street  would  be  brilliant  with 
Illumination,  and  sv7a.rms  of  humanity  occupied  every  porch,  balcony, 
house-top,  pedestal,  carriage  and  mule-car.  Then  came  the  train  of 
ComuS“-who  appeared  only  at  night,  and  the  torch  bearers  disquised  in 
costume  and  mask.  During  the  pageant  of  1873  one  hundred  figures  repre¬ 
sented  the  "Missing  Links  in  Darwin’s  Origin  of  the  Species,  After  the 
round  through  the  city  was  completed,  the  torchlight  on  the  sky  died 
away,  and  the  Krewe  went  to  the  'Varieties  Theater  to  present  the  tableaux 
before  the  ball  opened.  Meantime,  the  King  of  the  Carnival  held  a  levee 
and  dancing  party  at  another  hall. 

At  the  conclusion  of  each  festival,  those  v/ho  had  taken  part  in  the 
festivities  and  had  ushered  in  the  Season  of  Lent  with  sleepless  eyes 
strolled  home  in  the  glare  of  the  splendid  southern  sunrise,  vowing  that 
each  Mardi  Gras  had  definately  surpassed  the  splendor  and  magnitude  of 
its  predecessors. 
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The  first  medal  struck  in  connection  with  the  festival  was  one  made 
in  conjunction  with  the  ^Torld ' s  Industrial  and  Cotton  Centennial  Exposi¬ 
tion.  This  Exposition  was  held  in  New  Orleans  in  1334  and  I885.  The 

medals  were  struck  in  gilt,  and  are  listed  in  the  Hibler-Kappen,  "So 
Called  Dollar  book--No.  143. 


Only  two  other  issues  are  reported  as  haA/ing  been  struck  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  early  festival  celebrations.  The  first  for  a  carnival  some¬ 
time  during  the  -'last  ten  years  before  the  turn  of  the  19th  century,  and 
the  other  for  a  festival  that  took  place  before  the  year  1917*  Both  of 
these  are  extremely  rare,  ,  and  the  second  is  considered  to  be  u'-ique. 

The  "Bex  Doubloon"  pieces,  as  we  know  them  today,  were  an  innova¬ 
tion  of  the  i960  Mardi  Gras  celebration.  They  have  been  issued  rep-ularly 
in  connection  with  the  festival  since  that  time.

Since  their  beginning  in  I960,  the  obverse  of  the  Bex  doubloons 
have  depicted  the  "Bex  King  of  Carnival,  Monarch  of  Merriment."  This 
design  has  remained  unchanged  from  year  to  year.  The  reverse  design 
changes  annually,  and  usually  reflects  the  theme  of  the  year’s  particular 
event.  The  medals  are  made  of  an  extremely  Ij.ght  gauge  aluminum,  inas¬ 
much  as  they  are  made  to  be  used  as  street  "throws"  from  passing  floats. 

A  heavier  metal  or  thicker  token  might  prove  harmful  to  the  people 
watching  the  parade.  The  medals  are  struck  -in  other  metals  as  well,  but 
these  are  made  for  special  presentation  to  friends  of  the  Mardi  Gras, 
commercial  purposes,  etc.  The  artistry  of  these  medals  is  of  high  quality. 
They  are  produced  primarily  to  be  used  as  a  givO'-away  item,  rather  than 
profit  making  venture.  The  spirit  with  which ’the  Bex  Doubloons  are 
distributed  is  expressed  in  verse  on  a  parchment  certificate  that  reads 
as  follows :

Most  of  the  recipients  of  these  medals  do  not  i«ish  to  part  v^ith 
them~-espec ially  those  in  the  specia.1  presentation  category.  This  makes 
them  quite  difficult  to  obtain.  A  certain  nuri'ner,  however,  do  reach 
trade  channels,  and  they  have  become  an  extremely  desirable  collector’s 
item  during  the  eight  years  Lhey  have  been  issued . 
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In  recent  years  other  private  New  Orleans'  groups  have  adopted  the 
custom  of  using  these  souvenir  tokens  as  part  of  their  observance  of  the 
festival.  The  number  of  issuers  has  groim  from  three  different  during 
the  first  two  years,  eleven  in  1962,  eight  in  1963,  fourteen  in  1964, 
twenty  in  1965,  thirty-eight  in  1966,  and  last  year  seventy-eight 
different  groups  were  reported  to  have  used  these  metallic  items.  In 
addition,  many  different  types  of  wooden  money  have  been  issued,  as  well 
as  "paper  bucks",  and  elongated  coins.  There  were  forty-two  different 
issues  of  wooden  money  in  1967. 

The  medals  vary  a  great  deal  in  the  themes  that  they  use,  and  are 
struck  in  a  variety  of  metals.  Some  of  the  issues  were  struck  in  as 
many  as  six  or  more  different  metals.  Some  of  the  metals  used  in  the 
past  were  as  follows:  Bright  aluminum,  Gold  Anodized  aluminum,  Colored 
Anodized  aluminum,  Bright  Bronze,  Two-tone  Bronze,  Oxidized  Silver  / 
Bronze,  Sterling  Silver,  .999  Pine  Silver,  Nickel,  Oxidized  Nickel, 
Copper,  Oxidized  Copper,  Gold  Anodized  Luc  it e  Bmbedded,  and  Gold-22  K. 
Some  of  the  earlier  issues  were  struck  in  gold  for  use  in  special  pre¬ 
sentations.  In  1966,  however,  the  gold  medals  that  were  struck  were 
confiscated  by  Secret  Service  agents,  and  the  further  manufacture  of 
them  was  forbidden. 


Most  of  the  medals  struck  were  used  as  throvjs  during  the  parades. 

It  was  estimated  that  during  the  1966  festival,  over  a  million  medals 
were  tossed  to  the  eager  crowds.  Others  were  distributed  at  the  private 
balls  and  parties.  Some  are  used  as  advertising  pieces,  made  into 
charms  or  jewelry,  or  sold  through  commercial  channels. 

The  use  of  ..souvenir  medals  caught  on  with  other  festivals  and  fetes 
throughout  the  country,  and  the  use  of  carnival  "throws"  in  a  manner 
likened  to  the  New  Orleans  custom  is  being  adopted  in  other  areas. 


The  collecting  of  these  items  has  become  very  popular  during  the 
last  few  years,  and  as  a  result  of  the  increased  Interest,  a  book  was 
published  in  1965,  entitled,  "Carnival  Panorama- -Mardi  Gras  Krewes  and 
Medals,  1856-1965”?  authored  by  Jay  Guren  and  ’Hichard  Ugan.  The  book 
is  recommended  to  anyone  interested  in  the  collection  of  this  material.
